2013 Park Commission Meeting Schedule 

Mr. Connelly reviewed the meeting schedule through July and it was approved. The Commission will meet twice a month until 

July and then reevaluate. 


Florence Avenue Playground Bid Results 

The Commission reviewed the bid results for the playground renovation. Mr. Connelly stated that he recommended awardingthe 
bid to the low bidder JNJ Sacca without alternate 3 at this point. Mr. Connelly stated that he was concerned with not having 

enough contingency funds in case something unexpected happened. 

The Commission agreed and stated that they would see what funds if any were remaining at the end of the project and make a 

decision at that time how to proceed. 


Banner Request Policy 

The Commission discussed the banner requests that they had and the information from Town Counsel and the Building Inspector. 
Ms. Mayer stated that she was told that the Redevelopment Board may need to give approval as well. The Commission asked Mr. 
Connelly to gather more information and have discussion with the Town Planner as to the role of the Redevelopment Board in 

these cases. 

All of the properties under~PRC jurisdiction~are zoned as "Open Space," which greatly restricts the allowable signage of any 
nature.- At this time, the Commission has decided not to approve any banner requests at any-park location. 

The Commission will be working with the Redevelopment Board and the Zoning Board of Appeals to obtain further information 


about what is legally allowable under which conditions~and the required approval process for these types of temporary signs.- 
After the Commission receives the necessary input from these and any other relevant Town authorities, they will determine how 
best to proceed with any future requests.
